Me cannot expect Increaſe 02 Continuancs of the Bleſſings Me 
and Our Subjects Enjoy, without pzoviding Remedies to pzevent the like Evils fo2 the future, 
Wie judge Our Sclves bound by the Duty We Pwe to God, and the Care We have of the People 
committed to Our Charge, to proceed in taking ſome Effectual Courſe therein: And being 
thereunto moved by the Pious Addzeſs of Pur Arch-Bilhops and Bilhops, We have thought 
fit, by the Advice of Pur Pzvy Council, to Þſſue this Pur Ropal Pzoclamation, and do De- 
clare Dur Pzincely Intention and Reſolution, to Diſcouncenance all manner of Uice and 
Immonality in all Perſons from the Highelt to the Loweſt Degree in this Our Realm. And 
We do hereby foz that purpoſe ſtraightly Require, Charge and Command all and ſingular 
Our Pubges, Mapoꝛzs Sheriffs, Pultices of the Peace, and all other Pur Otficers Eccleſ(- 
aſtical and Civil, in their reſpective Stations, to Execute the Laws againſt Blaſphemy, Pꝛo⸗ 
kane Swearing and Curling, Drunkenneſs, Lewdneſs, Pzofanation of the Lozds-Day, oz 
any other Difſolute, Immoꝛal oz Diſozderly Pꝛactites, as they will anſwer it to Almighty God, 
and upon Pain of Our Higheſt Diſpleaſure. And fo2 the moze Effectual Pꝛocckdings herein, 
We do hereby Direct and Command Our Judges of Allizes, and Juſtices of Peace to give 
ſtrict Charges at the reſpective Aſſizes and Seſſions, foz the due Pzolecution and Puniſhment 
of all Perſons that ſhall pzeſume to Pffend in any the kinds afozeſaid; And alſo of all Per- 
— that, contrary to their Duty, (hall be Remiſs oz Negligent in putting the ſaid Laws in
